Due  to  illne3s  I  was  unable  to  reply  to 
your  letter  of  November  25,  1948  immediately. 

According  to  the  Immigration  Laws,  the 
dead  line  for  your  fiancee  to  arrive  to  the  United 
States  is  December  31,  1948  unless  the  "Fiancee  Bill" 
is  extended  by  Congress  when  it  meets  in  January  1949. 

As  you  know  your  fiancee  must  leave  Germany  before 
December  31,  1948. 

.  The  bond  must  be  filed  at  the  nearest 
Immigration  Office  which  is  Pittsburgh  and  the  two 
photostatic  copies  of  your  U.3.  Army  discharge  papers 
sent  to  the  U.3.  Consul  in  Germany  via  your  fiancee. 
Incidentally,  I  have  been  told  that  such  bonds  are 
filed  with  the  Immigration  Office  only  at  the  time 
requested  by  the  U.3.  Consul  and  not  any  sooner.  In 
your  case  it  was  requested  the  latter  part  of  November 
1948. 

The  time  is  so  short  and  there  are  things  to 
be  done  that  it  would  be  advisable  for  you  to  discuss 
this  matter  with  the  Immigration  Authorities  in  Pittsburg,
